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Preface 


This  book  began  with  photographs  from  my  Grandmother  Ruth  Turner’s  eolleetion. 
She  and  my  grandfather  Lloyd  Turner  attended  Oak  Grove  School.  In  1919,  Ruth 
became  one  of  the  first  scholars  to  attend  school  at  Genoa  Graded  School,  where  she 
was  in  the  seventh  grade. 

All  six  of  Ruth  and  Lloyd’s  children  attended  Genoa  school,  and  Ruth’s  Genoa 
School  photograph  collection  expanded  from  photos  of  her  classmates  to  photos  of 
her  children’s  classes.  Ruth  carefully  saved  all  her  children’s  school  photographs. 

When  my  mother,  Lena  Albrite  Turner,  began  her  photography  darkroom  career,  she 
began  collecting  school  photographs.  She  and  Ruth  identified  the  children  in  Ruth’s 
photos.  Lena  began  asking  around  in  the  community  and  copying  other  photos  from 
the  school.  As  a  result,  we  have  pictures  from  many  years  of  the  school’s  history. 

By  the  1950s,  interest  in  school  photographs  at  Genoa  seems  to  have  declined.  We 
have  found  only  two  from  that  decade,  in  spite  of  asking  a  number  of  former 
students.  If  you  have  photos  from  this  time  period  or  any  other  Genoa  photos  that 
are  not  in  this  book,  we  would  love  to  copy  them  for  future  editions. 

School  sessions  before  1920  were  often  short  and  irregular.  School  often  started  in 
October  and  ended  in  April.  As  a  result,  it  took  several  years  for  students  to  finish  a 
grade  level.  You  will  notice  that  the  “big  room”  or  7  grade  students  in  the  1919 
class  were  much  larger  than  typical  7  graders  today.  In  fact,  Ruth  Turner  was  1 7 
years  old  when  she  was  in  the  seventh  grade  at  Genoa,  yet  she  was  an  honor  roll 
student.  Attending  high  school  was  rare  for  Brocks  Gap  students  in  this  time, 
because  they  had  to  leave  home  and  board  with  family  or  friends  in  Broadway  or 
Linville  in  order  to  attend  high  school.  Many  Genoa  school  students  continued  their 
learning  as  adults  by  studying  the  Bible  and  subscribing  to  newspapers  and 
periodicals. 

Even  though  their  fonnal  educational  opportunities  were  somewhat  limited,  Ruth  and 
her  husband  Lloyd  valued  education  and  saw  to  it  that  all  six  of  their  children 
graduated  from  high  school.  Broadway  High  School  graduation  ceremonies  were 
important  occasions  to  them,  and  they  regularly  attended. 

Thanks  to  everyone  who  let  us  copy  their  school  pictures.  Some  originals  were  faded 
and  didn’t  reproduce  as  well  as  others.  Some  had  deep  shadows  that  make  it  hard  to 
see  the  children’s  faces.  But  we  treasure  all  of  the  photographs.  We  included  the 
married  names  for  the  girls  when  we  knew  them. 

This  book  is  the  first  of  several  we  have  planned  of  schools  in  Brocks  Gap,  including 
one  of  the  first  years  of  the  present-day  Fulks  Run  Elementary  School.  We  welcome 
you  to  share  your  school  photographs  for  future  books.

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Genoa  Graded  School 

1919-1961 


Genoa  Graded  School  was  established  in  1919  in  a  new  two-room  school  building  in  Genoa, 
Virginia.  The  school,  on  Highway  612,  was  about  one  mile  from  the  intersection  of  present-day 
Highway  612  (Hopkins  Gap  Road)  and  Highway  815  (Third  Hill  Road).  When  the  school  was 
built,  it  was  named  for  the  Genoa  community  in  which  it  was  located.  The  Post  Office  for  Genoa 
was  in  A.  Douglas  Brenneman’s  store.  The  store  building,  which  burned  in  the  1970s,  was  at  the 
crossroads  of  Hopkins  Gap  Road  and  Third  Hill  Road. 

The  new  Genoa  school  replaced  two  one-room  schools.  Oak  Grove  School  and  Shoemaker 
School.  Oak  Grove  School  was  located  next  to  Mt.  Grove  Church  of  the  Brethren  on  Third  Hill 
Road.  Shoemaker  school  was  located  in  a  field  next  to  Highway  612  or  Hopkins  Gap  Road 
about  three  miles  from  the  Genoa  Post  Office.  These  two  older  schools  were  both  built  in  the 
1 880s  and  were  in  poor  condition  when  closed. 

New  Genoa  Graded  School  opened  with  Myrtle  Bennett  and  Iva  Cooper  Gordon  as  its  first 
teachers.  There  were  no  school  buses,  so  students  walked  to  and  from  school.  Students  lived  as 
far  away  as  2  miles,  making  a  long,  cold  walk  on  winter  days.  The  country  roads  were  muddy  in 
the  winter  and  dusty  in  the  summer.  Some  parents  provided  transportation  on  rainy  days,  at 
least  in  the  1930s.  Not  only  could  walking  to  school  be  uncomfortable  because  of  the  weather.

Although  Genoa  School  opened  five  years  before  this  photograph  was  taken,  the  school  building 
probably  looked  very  much  like  this  in  1919. 
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but  it  could  be  dangerous  as  well.  Vada  Turner  May  wrote  in  a  family  booklet  that  while 
walking  to  school,  “Charlie  Ritchie’s  old  bulldog  would  take  after  us  sometimes  and  so  would 
Doug  Brenneman’s  old  sheep  buck.”  As  times  became  more  prosperous,  some  students  rode 
bicycles  to  school.  At  some  point,  county  school  buses  began  to  provide  transportation. 

Toilet  facilities,  even  until  the  school  closed  in  1961,  were  two  outhouses  in  the  back  of  the 
school.  Water  came  from  a  hand-pump  outside  the  building.  The  school  had  one  classroom  for 
the  “big”  class  (grades  4-7)  and  one  classroom  for  the  “little”  class  (grades  1-3). 

There  was  no  lunchroom  in  the  school,  and  students  brought  lunch  from  home  in  tin  pails  they 
called  “dinner  buckets.”  Vada  Turner  May,  now  of  Mathias,  West  Virginia,  said  that  her  dinner 
bucket  usually  contained  “apple  butter  bread  and  butter  bread  and  the  biggest  pickle  I  could  find 
in  the  jar.  A  very  special  treat  would  be  when  June  Shoemaker  would  give  me  a  store  bought 
cookie  out  of  her  luneh.” 

When  Genoa  Graded  School  began,  it  lacked  cement  walks  and  lamps.  A  hand-written  paper  in 
Ruth  and  Lloyd  Turner’s  papers,  dated  March  15,  1920,  “Genoa  Items”  said: 

“Gasoline  lamps  have  been  installed  in  the  graded  school  building  which  make  a 
great  improvement.  A  pie  social  will  be  held  in  the  near  future  to  raise  funds  to 
pay  for  their  installation.  Part  of  the  money  has  been  raised  and  all  has  been  paid 
on  the  cement  walks.” 

The  items  on  the  “Genoa  Items”  paper  were  probably  personal  news  sent  to  the  Daily  News 
Record.  Another  paragraph  said  “Misses  Loraine  and  Mildred  Shoemaker,  Nora  Miller,  and 
little  Ruth  Turner  visited  Miss  Iva  Cooper  and  Myrtle  Bennett  at  the  home  of  J.  H.  Custer’s 
Saturday  afternoon.”  The  two  teaehers  at  Genoa  may  have  been  boarding  with  the  Custer 
family. 

Another  paragraph  stated,  “Misses  Myrtle  Bennett  and  Goldie  Turner  were  guests  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  A.  R.  Shickle  Sunday.”  Miss  Bennett  was  one  of  the  first  teachers,  and  Goldie  Turner  was 
one  of  the  students. 

Some  teachers  like  Andrew  Thomas  (teacher  from  1931-36  and  1950-1961)  held  pie  and  cake 
“socials”  in  the  community  to  raise  funds  for  hot  lunches  for  the  students.  When  money  was 
available,  they  bought  and  cooked  dried  beans  and  made  hot  chocolate  for  the  students.  Former 
student  Granvil  Turner,  now  of  Broadway,  remembered  that  “There  were  times  in  the  winter  the 
two  teachers  would  have  hot  chocolate  milk  and  white  beans.  To  this  day  they  were  the  best 
tasting  beans  and  milk.”  Granvil’s  brother  Garnett  Turner  remembered  that  his  teacher  in  the  first 
grade,  Miriam  Miller  Hoover,  was  a  good  teacher.  His  other  teachers  were  Andrew  Thomas, 
Preston  Moyer,  and  Edna  Turner.  Garnett  also  recalled  that  “the  and  2""*  grade  teacher  made 
hot  choeolate  for  us  to  drink.” 

Community  support  for  the  new  school  was  high,  as  we  can  tell  from  the  number  of  photographs 
taken  of  the  students  those  first  years.  By  the  1950s,  especially  the  late  1950s,  there  seem  to 
have  been  fewer  photographs  taken.  If  anyone  has  other  Genoa  school  photographs  not  included 
in  this  book,  we  would  greatly  appreciate  copies  of  them  for  the  next  edition. 
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One  advantage  of  two-room  schools  was  having  older  children  on  hand  to  tutor  younger  children 
in  their  lessons.  However,  it  must  have  been  tough  for  the  teacher  to  prepare  so  many  lessons 
covering  three  or  four  grade  levels.  Garnett  Turner  who  attended  Genoa  on  the  late  1930s,  was 
the  only  student  in  the  seventh  grade.  He  recalls  that  some  days  the  teacher  spent  her  time  with 
the  younger  students  and  had  no  lessons  for  him,  putting  him  at  a  disadvantage  when  he  went  to 
high  school  at  Broadway. 

Miriam  Miller  Hoover  was  the  “little  room”  or  primary  room  teacher  for  a  number  of  years.  She 
was  Vada  Turner  May’s  first  grade  teacher.  Vada  remembers  that  “during  the  day  when  she  was 
having  other  classes  she  would  let  some  of  us  girls  come  up  and  comb  her  hair.  It  was  long  and 
platted.”  Vada’s  teacher  in  grades  4  through  7  was  Edna  Turner  who  had  the  class  sing  every 
morning,  teaching  the  students  how  to  sing. 

Recess  time  was  for  both  play  and  work.  Granvil  Turner  recalled  that  “At  recess,  we  would  play 
ball  and  help  carry  in  buckets  of  coal  in  the  winter  time.  In  spring  when  the  creek  was  running 
good  we  would  go  catch  frogs.  Mr.  Thomas  [teacher]  enjoyed  frog  legs.” 

Special  occasions  were  observed  at  the  school.  On  Valentine  Day  in  the  1930s,  there  was  a  big 
decorated  box  “and  everybody  would  make  valentines  out  of  red  paper  and  put  in  the  box  for  our 
classmates.  Most  of  the  kids  were  too  poor  to  buy  valentines,”  Vada  Turner  May  wrote. 

John  H.  Custer’s  country  store  was  on  the  hill  above  Genoa  School.  Custer’s  store  is  an  example 
of  how  country  stores  were  the  hub  of  the  community.  One  day  at  school  when  Garnett  Turner 
was  about  7  years  old,  “a  tooth  came  loose  that  I  couldn’t  pull,  so  I  went  up  to  Great-Uncle  John 
Custer’s  store  and  asked  him  to  pull  it.  He  was  the  local  dentist,  also.  He  took  a  pair  of  pliers 
off  the  wall  and  with  them,  he  yanked  the  tooth  out.  I  thanked  him  and  went  back  to  school.” 

After  the  Genoa  post  office  was  discontinued  in  1937,  the  school’s  address  became  Fulks  Run, 
although  the  school  retained  the  Genoa  name. 

Genoa’s  last  school  session  was  1960-61  when  Andrew  Thomas  and  Gussie  Fulk  Turner  Custer 
were  the  last  teachers.  By  this  time,  three  generations  of  some  families  had  been  students  of  the 
school.  For  instance,  Earl  Fulk  was  a  student  in  the  first  class  at  the  school,  his  son  Edward  Fulk 
was  a  student  in  its  middle  years,  and  Edward’s  son  James  Fulk  was  a  student  in  the  last  class  at 
Genoa. 

In  the  fall  of  1961,  the  school  was  closed  and  students  transferred  to  the  new  modem  Fulks  Run 
Elementary  School.  At  the  new  brick  school  on  Highway  259,  there  were  separate  classrooms 
for  each  of  the  seven  grades,  a  lunchroom  that  served  hot  lunches  every  day,  and  flush  toilets. 

After  Genoa  School  closed,  Harlan  and  Hettie  Mongold  bought  the  property  and  remodeled  it  as 
their  home. 
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This  information  on  Genoa  School  is  from  the  history  section  of  the  Rockingham  County  Public 
Schools  website: 

“Land  for  the  new  Genoa  School  was  purchased  from  Rev.  &  Mrs.  George 
Fulk  and  the  Shoemaker  Family-Seymour  and  Lena  Shoemaker,  John  C. 

Shoemaker  (bachelor),  Myrtle  E.  Shoemaker  (spinster),  and  Mary  C. 

Shoemaker  (widow  of  Arclaim  Shoemaker,  deceased).  The  1919  recorded  deed 
also  states  that  the  Fulks  were  paid  $171.87  for  137.5  poles  of  land.  The 
Shoemaker  Family  received  $50.00  for  16.5  poles. 

The  two  room  school  was  constructed  by  John  1.  Lee  at  a  cost  of  $2200.00.  The 
school  was  completed  in  October  of  1919.  Iva  Cooper  (Gordon)  and  Myrtle 
Bennett  were  the  teachers  for  the  first  session  of  the  new  school.  A  complete 
list  of  teachers  assigned  from  1919  to  the  final  session  follows:

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Genoa  School  to  Close  Doors  After  42  Years 

Daily  News-Record^  June  6,  1961 

FULKS  RUN:  In  October  of  1919,  the  Genoa  Grade  School  swung  open  its 
doors  to  pupils  who  had  been  attending  a  dingy,  crowded  one  room  school 
nearby.  Proudly  the  pupils  entered  the  new  two  room  school  where  their 
teachers.  Miss  Iva  Cooper  and  Miss  Myrtle  Bennett,  awaited  their  eoming. 

Throughout  two  deeades  the  sehool  served  as  a  community  center.  Under 
the  direction  of  many  teachers,  boys  and  girls  have  grown  to  adulthood  and 
departed  to  distant  plaees,  some  serving  their  country  in  military  duty  and 
some  to  find  city  jobs,  some  becoming  housewives  and  some  in  the 
professional  world  as  teachers  and  nurses. 

Now  after  many  interesting  years  for  this  little  sehool,  its  doors  are  closing 
(with  a  bit  of  sadness  in  many  hearts)  to  keep  step  with  progress.  Come 
September  these  pupils  will  enter  the  new  Fulks  Run  Elementary  School 
with  modem  facilities  and  better  advantages  seeking  to  keep  pace  with  the 
ever-changing  world. 

The  1960-61  session  will  close  tomorrow  under  the  guidance  of  present 
teachers,  Andrew  Thomas  and  Mrs.  Gussie  Turner  Custer,  who  have  spent 
10  and  14  years  respectively  in  this  school.  Both  will  teach  in  the  new 
Fulks  Run  school  next  year.

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Other  Schools  Before  Genoa: 

Oak  Grove 
Shoemaker 
Pine  Hill 
and  others 

Two-room  Genoa  School  replaced  older  school  houses  in  the  Fulks  Run  area:  Oak  Grove 
School  (near  present-day  Mt.  Grove  Church  of  the  Brethren)  and  Shoemaker  School  (near 
Gertie  Shoemaker’s  store). 

Both  these  older  schools  were  frame  buildings  built  in  the  1880s  and  had  seen  forty  years 
of  service.  Photographs  of  the  schools  and  a  teacher  report  in  1917  show  that  the  school 
buildings  were  in  bad  condition  and  needed  to  be  replaced. 

When  Oak  Grove  and  Shoemaker  Schools  were  closed,  the  Linville  District  School  Board 
sold  the  old  buildings  at  a  public  auction  on  December  6,  1919  at  the  courthouse  in 
Harrisonburg.  They  sold  the  Oak  Grove  School  House  and  lot,  the  Shoemaker  School 
House  and  lot.  White  Hall  School  House,  and  the  Cross  Roads  School  House.  Isaac 
Hilbert  was  the  auctioneer. 

Pine  Hill  School  was  another  school  in  the  general  Genoa  School  area.  It  was  located  on 
Route  8 1 5  east  (the  Hollow  Road).  It  was  near  the  present-day  home  of  Darrel  and  Joyce 
Turner  and  was  the  nearest  school  to  the  John  Trumbo  family  who  lived  off  The  Hollow 
Road. 

According  to  the  Rockingham  County  School  website,  the  Pine  Hill  school  probably 
opened  in  the  late  1 880s,  because  it  was  not  mentioned  in  a  school  visit  report  by 
Superintendant  George  Hulvey  when  he  toured  Brocks  Gap  schools  in  1886.  The  only 
teachers  known  to  have  taught  at  Pine  Hill  are  Joseph  Fulk,  Will  Whitmore  who  taught  in 
the  last  1890s,  and  John  H.  Custer  who  taught  at  its  last  session,  1908-09. 

There  were  even  older  schools  in  the  community,  but  we  don’t  have  much  information  on 
them.  A  newspaper  clipping  about  the  opening  of  the  new  brick  Mountain  Grove  Church 
of  the  Brethren  in  1951  stated  that  before  their  original  church  building  was  built  in  1877, 
preaching  services  had  been  held  in  nearby  Turner,  Fulk,  Hoover,  and  Ritchie  schools  at 
Fulks  Run. 

•  The  Ritchie  schoolhouse  was  on  Little  Dry  River  Road  at  the  intersection  of  that 
road  and  Dull  Hunt  Road. 

•  The  Hoover  School  was  on  the  Genoa  Road  (Highway  8 1 7)  near  the  intersection 
of  the  Genoa  Road  and  Hopkins  Gap  Road  (Highway  612). 

•  The  Fulk  School’s  exact  location  is  unknown  at  this  time,  but  there  is  at  least  one 
written  reference  to  Fulk’s  School.  In  1843,  Elder  John  Kline,  traveling  Brethren 
minister,  wrote  in  his  diary  of  “I  and  Frederic  Kline  go  to  George  Fulk’s 
schoolhouse  in  the  Gap.  We  have  meeting,  and  I  speak  on  John  15.  We  dine  at 
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George  Folk’s,  and  in  the  evening  return  home.”  This  George  Fulk  was  the  son  of 
John  and  Eve  Fulk.  George  and  his  wife  Catherine  Fawley  Fulk  owned  the  “Fort 
Hogg”  fann  on  Brocks  Gap  Road,  Highway  259.  (The  former  car  wash,  now 
Tammy’s  Cut  and  Style,  is  located  there,  across  from  Mac’s  Superette).  Since 
they  didn’t  have  children  of  their  own,  George  and  Catherine  would  not  have  had 
to  build  a  school  on  their  land  in  order  to  educate  their  own  children.  George  may 
have  organized  a  school  for  children  in  the  area  in  order  to  teach  at  it.  He  was 
probably  the  teacher  at  Fulk’s  school  in  1843.  Legal  documents  signed  by 
George  Fulk  show  that  he  had  a  good  clear  handwriting,  indicating  he  was  an 
educated  man. 

•  The  Turner  School  must  have  been  in  the  general  vicinity  of  Genoa  School.  It 
may  have  been  in  the  “Schoolhouse  Field”  near  Darrel  and  Joyce  Turner’s  home 
in  2009  on  the  Hollow  Road  (Highway  815).  This  field  has  been  called  the 
Schoolhouse  Field.  Elder  John  Kline  wrote  of  preaching  in  the  Turner 
Schoolhouse  four  times  in  his  published  diary,  and  two  of  the  four  times  he  ate  at 
or  stayed  at  the  Widow  James  Turner’s  home.  She  lived  on  what  is  now  Opie 
Lane  near  the  Genoa  School,  and  her  home  was  located  just  across  a  short  ridge 
from  Darrel  Turner’s  home.  Or  the  schoolhouse  could  have  been  located  nearer  to 
the  Widow  Turner’s  home. 
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Oak  Grove  School 

Oak  Grove  School  was  a  frame  one-room  school  near  present-day  Mountain  Grove 
Church  of  the  Brethren  on  Third  Hill  Road  at  Fulks  Run.  It  was  built  in  1882  and 
operated  until  the  close  of  the  1918-1919  school  tenn.  It  was  in  poor  condition  by  the 
time  it  closed. 

Oak  Grove  was  the  school  for  two  of  this  compiler’s  grandparents,  Ruth  and  Lloyd 
Turner.  Consequently,  we  have  several  family  letters  that  give  information  about  the 
school’s  operation.  These  letters  have  been  published  in  Turner  Clan  Stories  1885  to 
1920:  Custer,  Turner,  Fulk  Letters. 

School  years  in  this  time  period  did  not  have  a  set  length  of  time  of  instruction.  For 
instance,  in  July,  1917,  there  was  a  6-week  school  held  at  Oak  Grove.  Miss  Hulva  and 
Miss  Roller  from  Harrisonburg  were  the  teachers,  and  they  boarded  with  the  A.  Douglas 
Brenneman  family.  Webster  Turner  wrote  to  his  son  Lloyd  Turner  on  July  3,  1917  that 
“Two  teachers  have  from  7  to  15  scholars.”  Webster’s  daughter  Goldie  wrote  to  Lloyd 
on  July  4,  1917  that  “I  have  been  going  to  school.  Miss  Sallie  Hulvey  Miss  Virginia 
Roller,  both  of  them  is  my  teacher.  Miss  Roller  has  most  of  my  lessons.  I  like  Roller  the 
best.  I  am  in  the  Lift  [sic]  Grade.  They  board  at  Dug’s  [Doug  Brenneman’ s].  Dug  take 
them  on  auto  ride  last  eve.” 

In  April  1918,  Webster  wrote  to  Lloyd  that  Basil  C[ooper]  was  still  teaching  school,  but 
they  expected  it  to  close  next  Saturday;  the  letter  does  not  specify  which  school  Basil 
operated.  Even  though  the  public  schools  were  about  to  close  for  the  school  year,  Sunday 
Schools  at  the  local  churches  Mt.  Cannel  and  Mountain  Grove  had  just  started.  Through 
the  church  Sunday  Schools,  formal  learning  of  some  type  was  still  available  in  the 
community,  even  though  it  was  not  at  the  public  schools. 

Lena  Custer  was  one  of  the  last  teachers  at  Oak  Grove  School.  Her  report  for  1917-1918 
tells  us  many  things  about  the  state  of  the  school.  (Lena  Custer  was  a  sister  of  Clarence 
Custer.  She  married  Raymond  Hoover). 

According  to  her  report,  one-room  Oak  Grove  School  was  built  of  wood  in  1882  for  an 
original  cost  of  $350.  By  1917,  the  building  was  only  worth  $25  and  was  in  bad  state  of 
repair.  It  was  unpainted  and  had  2  broken  window  panes.  During  the  school  year,  Lena 
had  found  it  impossible  to  keep  the  children  comfortable  on  20  different  days  because  of 
the  bad  school  house  and  stove.  Fuel  for  the  stove  cost  $17  for  the  year. 

Lena  said  the  school  lot  was  1/8  of  an  acre  and  was  not  enclosed. 

There  were  16  desks  (worth  $1)  that  could  seat  32  students,  but  they  were  in  bad 
condition.  The  teacher  had  1  chair  and  1  table.  Evidently  there  were  no  volumes  in  the 
library,  but  they  had  2  charts,  worth  $4.  There  was  a  large  blackboard  with  28  square 
feet,  but  it  was  also  in  bad  condition.  After  reading  Lena’s  report,  we  can  see  why  a  new 
school  was  necessary. 
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School  term  was  officially  120  days,  roughly  October  to  April.  Attendance  must  not  have 
been  mandatory,  because  Lena  reported  that  even  though  she  had  36  students  enrolled, 
the  average  attendance  was  only  12  per  day.  Of  the  36  students,  in  the  one-room  school, 

five  were  between  15-17  years  old, 

1 7  were  between  1 0  and  1 4  years, 

1 3  were  between  7  and  9  years, 
only  1  was  under  6. 

The  school  covered  grades  1  through  7.  During  the  sehool  day,  Lena  taught  5  2/3  hours 
in  a  graded  course  of  study.  In  her  report,  she  said  the  school  had  24  New  World  Spelling 
books,  and  a  variety  of  other  textbooks  (readers,  copy  books,  arithmetic,  grammar, 
histories  of  Virginia  and  the  United  States,  civil  government,  geographies,  and  1 1  copies 
of  Primer  of  Sanitation. 

Oak  Grove  School  was  in  Linville  District,  but  7  students  were  enrolled  who  lived  in 
Plains  District:  Harry  Turner  and  Lena  Turner,  Sallie  Hess,  Martha  Sager  &  Maida 
Sager,  and  Gladys  Shoemaker  and  Mary  Shoemaker.  These  ehildren  lived  about  as  elose 
to  Oak  Grove  School  as  to  their  school  in  Plains  District  [I  think  they  were  in  the  area  of 
the  Fawley  School,  on  Route  259  at  Fulks  Run]. 

Nine  of  the  students  missed  many  days  from  contagious  diseases.  There  were  no 
vaccinations  for  childhood  diseases,  and  measles,  mumps,  chickenpox,  and  other  diseases 
kept  children  out  of  school.  Three  children  missed  102  days  (out  of  120),  and  six 
children  missed  54,  56,  78,  83,  51,  and  78  days. 

The  last  school  term  held  in  Oak  Grove  Sehool,  1918-1919,  got  off  to  a  rocky  start.  On 
Oct.  4,  1918,  Webster  Turner  wrote  to  his  son  Lloyd  Turner  that  they  didn’t  know  who 
would  teach  at  their  sehool  for  the  new  term.  Lena  Custer  was  going  to  teach  at  Dry 
River  and  B.  F.  Spitzer  was  going  to  teaeh  at  Oak  Grove,  but  they  traded  schools.  Then 
Lena  gave  up  teaching.  Ruth  Neff  Ritchie  said  she  was  going  to  teach  at  Oak  Grove,  but 
they  didn’t  know  for  sure.  In  that  letter,  Webster  said  that  there  was  over  100  cases  of 
French  Enfluenza  Pneumonia  in  the  Harrisonburg  Schools.  On  October  23,  Webster  said 
that  schools  have  all  closed  for  several  weeks  on  account  of  Influenza.  “It  is  getting 
plenty  of  it  around  here.  We  haven’t  had  it  yet;  we  stay  at  home  all  we  can  so  we  don’t 
get  with  It.”  By  Nov.  13,  1918,  the  flu  had  died  down  around  the  area  with  no  new  eases. 

Sehools  in  the  county  did  not  run  on  a  consistent  schedule.  In  1918,  Oak  Grove  School 
finally  started  in  early  November.  Lloyd  Turner’s  sister  Goldie  Turner  Hoover  wrote  on 
Nov.  14,  1918  that  sehool  started  Monday  a  week  ago,  with  Ruth  Neff  Ritchie  as  teacher. 
“We  have  a  right  large  school.  Twenty  four  yesterday.  Ruth  Ritchie  and  I  sit  where  you 
did  last  winter.”  Students  didn’t  all  start  on  the  same  day  of  the  school  tenn.  Goldie 
continues  her  letter,  “Ruth  Turner  hasent  started  yet.  She  is  going  to  start  next  Monday. 
Ruth  [Neff  Ritchie,  the  teacher]  got  the  sick  headache  yesterday.  Got  Lena  [Custer 
Hoover]  to  come  down  and  teach  in  the  afternoon.” 

Not  all  teachers  were  dedicated  to  the  profession.  Four  days  after  Goldie’s  letter, 

Webster  Turner  wrote  on  November  18  that  there  was  some  talk  of  Lena  Custer  Hoover 
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teaching  at  Oak  Grove  after  the  Holidays.  Perhaps  teacher  Ruth  Neff  Ritchie  was  having 
medical  problems  that  were  causing  her  to  think  of  quitting,  but  it  was  not  unusual  for 
teachers  to  change  schools  during  the  school  term. 

Even  though  Lloyd  had  left  Oak  Grove  School  and  was  working  in  Ohio  for  about  a  year, 
his  father  Webster  wrote  on  Nov.  18,  191 8  to  encourage  him  to  “come  home  and  go  to 
school  this  winter.  About  30  scholars  going  now.  Ruth  started  yesterday.”  This 
suggestion  may  just  have  been  a  father  teasing  his  son  about  his  girlfriend.  At  the  time  of 
these  letters,  Lloyd  and  Ruth  were  writing  to  each  other,  and  they  later  married  in  1920.

District.  The  schoolhouse  was  sometimes  called  the  Brenneman  School  because  it  sat  on 
Brenneman  land.  An  item  in  the  Daily  News  for  March  1911  called  this  school  Mt.  Carmel.  It 
was  located  near  Mt.  Carmel  United  Brethren  Church  (now  Mt.  Carmel  United  Methodist 
Church).

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Shoemaker  School  was  located  in  a  field  off  Highway  612  (Hopkins  Gap  Road)  near  the  location 
of  Gertie  Shoemaker’s  Store.  The  frame  building  was  built  in  the  1 880s,  and  both  school 
photographs  included  in  this  book  show  that  a  wall  was  propped  up.  The  school  building  was 
unpainted  and  needed  siding  repairs.  In  the  April  1918  photograph,  it  appears  a  window  pane 
was  broken. 

The  school  building  continued  in  use  as  a  store  for  another  20  years  after  the  school  was  closed. 
In  1919  Gertie  Shoemaker  bought  the  Shoemaker  School  building  at  auction  and  moved  it  to  the 
side  of  Hopkins  Gap  Road  where  she  used  it  for  her  store  business.  It  continued  as  a  store  until 
about  1939  when  she  replaced  it  with  a  more  modem  frame  building. 

Students  in  the  picture  from  1912  school  year  came  from  several  nearby  families.  Among  them 
were  the  children  of  Rev.  George  H.  Fulk,  St.  Clair  Miller,  William  “Joshua”  Turner,  and  Robert 
Shoemaker.  After  Shoemaker  School  closed,  children  from  these  homes  attended  Genoa  Graded 
School.

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Pine  Hill  School  was  another  school  in  the  general  Genoa  School  area.  It  was  located  on  Route 
815  east  (the  Hollow  Road).  It  was  near  the  present-day  home  of  Darrel  and  Joyce  Turner  and 
was  the  nearest  school  to  the  John  Trumbo  family  who  lived  off  The  Hollow  Road. 

According  to  the  Rockingham  County  School  website,  the  school  probably  opened  in  the  late 
1880s,  because  it  was  not  mentioned  in  a  school  visit  report  by  Superintendant  George  Hulvey 
when  he  toured  Brocks  Gap  schools  in  1886.  The  only  teachers  known  to  have  taught  at  Pine 
Hill  are  Joseph  Fulk,  Will  Whitmore,  who  taught  in  the  late  1890s  and  John  H.  Custer  who 
taught  at  its  last  session,  1908-09. 

Students  in  the  1 898  photograph  lived  along  what  is  now  Route  8 1 5  east.  The  Hollow  Road. 
Byrd,  Ernest,  Malcolm,  and  Rebecca  Fawley  lived  along  the  North  Fork  of  the  Shenandoah  in 
the  home  now  owned  by  the  DeHart  family.  The  Trumbos  lived  across  the  North  Fork  and 
would  have  crossed  through  Trumbo  Ford  on  the  way  to  school.  Brewer  Ritchie  grew  up  in  the 
Lewis  Ritchie  home  which  was  tom  down  in  recent  years.  The  Turners  were  children  of 
Benjamin  and  Amanda  Fulk  Turner  and  lived  in  the  home  now  owned  by  Gerald  “Jim”  Custer. 

After  Pine  Hill  School  closed,  children  in  homes  along  the  Hollow  Road  would  have  attended 
Oak  Grove  School  and  later  Genoa  School.

“Schoolhouse  Field”  was  the  site  of  Pine  Hill  School.  It  is  along  Route  815  east  or  The 
Hollow  Road,  between  the  present-day  home  of  Darrel  &  Joyce  Turner  and  the  lane 
leading  to  the  home  of  Ronald  W.  &  Peggie  Turner.  The  schoolhouse  building  was 
already  gone  during  the  lifetime  of  Garnett  Turner,  who  grew  up  on  this  farm,  but  he 
remembers  a  gate  in  the  fence  at  this  location. 

This  property  was  owned  by  the  Turner  family  for  generations  and  is  possibly  the  site  of 
the  Turner  Schoolhouse  which  was  recorded  in  Elder  John  Kline’s  diary  in  the  1860s.
